The Civil Air Patrol 

Now being organized in Georgia and 
throughout the nation, the Civil Air Patrol 
will be one of the most valuable of civilian 
organizations co-operating with the armed 
forces in the manifold activities of a country 
at war. 

Designed to be of direct help to the Army 
and Navy air forces, its importance is reflected 
by the appointment of a top-ranking Army 
flier, Major General John J. Curry, to head 
the organization. 

The Georgia CAP is headed by Wing Com- 
mander Winship Nunnally with headquarters 
in the William-Oliver building here. 

The nucleus of this specialized arm of 
Civilian Defense, of course, will be pilots. It is 
going into the ranks of civilian pilots, more 
than 100,000 strong, for its flying personnel. 
However, for each pilot, seven other persons 
must be enlisted. 

So varied are the duties there are few 
citizens who could not play an important part 
in the CAP. It needs men and women who 
qualify as pilots, navigators, meteorologists, 
telegraphers, signalmen, doctors, nurses, me- 
chanics and ground crews, but also the CAP 
must have drivers with automobiles, office 
workers, guards and others who will make it 
easier for the specialists to do their best. 

Its purpose is to relieve the Army and Navy 
of work which can be done by others. It is a 


% task. The CAP can save the armed forces 


illions of man-hours by delivering needed 
parts, by ferrying personnel, carrying messages, 
doing patrol duty and supervising work in 
camouflage, air-raid warnings, etc. 

In an emergency, the CAP will be prepared 
to help evacuate cities, transport doctors and 
nurses and tend to the many ground duties 
necessary to aviation. 

To this end, courses have been prepared.

The CAP has a job to do—a big job—and its 
members know it. They are “dead serious,” 
eager that Georgia's part in the nation will be 
a leading one.

A. JACKSON TURNS OVER That noise you heard some 
days ago—the time you stopped 
work and listened and couldn’t decide what it was you’d heard? 

That was Andrew Jackson—Old Hickory—turning over in his 
grave. 

He turned over when our senators and congressmen, the elected 
representatives of the people—those who had sought election and 

; won it—voted themselves eligible for a pension 
which can be almost $5,000 a year for life by the 
mere payment of an initial $200. (What Old 
Hickory disliked most was that they did it while 
they asked the people to sacrifice.) 

I suspect that Thomas Jefferson turned over, 
too, as did many others whose service to the 
country was based on the ideal of service rather 
than life security. | 

But, I know that Old Hickory turned over 
more violently than any of the others. Indeed, 
I imagine Alexander Hamilton quivered a bit. 

More than anyone else, Old Hickory fought 
to keep hands out of the treasury of the United 
States. More than anyone else he fought to pre- 
vent our government from becoming the pos- 
session of any one group. It doesn’t belong to 
anyone, but our congressmen have voted them- 
selves a lifetime share of it. 

Bills have been introduced to repea] this bill, 
but I doubt if one of them is passed. The boys will grunt as will 
pigs when one tries to shove them away from the trough. But, they 
will dig in and stay there. 

The politicians have a way, in campaign times, of s’mmoning the 
harried ghost of Andrew Jackson from the grave and quoting that 
ghost at length on current affairs. 

I wish they would call up that ghost today and ask of it what it 
thinks of this latest pension grab—eligibility for a life pension up 
to more than $4,000 on payment of $200. 


THE MERITS—IF ANY The merits of the pension grab, if 
there be any, were obscured, and are 
obscured, by the sly methods of the proponents of the bill. 

It was done with shrewd slyness. It was more or less “covered 
up,” so that the humble federal civil service employes, whose money 
has been paid in for decades, and who will have to pay these senators 
and congressmen their pensions, did not understand it until the deed 
was done.

As they raised their voices to ask the people to take less security, 
they voted themselves life security. 

As they made patriotic speeches asking the people to sacrifice: 
to face the prospect of reduced income, they voted themselves no 
sacrifice at all, but rather life incomes. bere 

As they rose in the congressional halls to ask of the people toil 
and less bread and less meat, they made sure their own bread and 
meat was safe in the accustomed quantity—for life. 

It was shrewd. It was sly. It was clever. One must admit that.

Dear Congressmen: 

What is your idea of an investor? You need not answer, for 
we have read your speeches and checked your votes in congress. 
You think an investor is a fat man in a plug hat who smokes six-bit 
cigars and collects millions in dividends and lives on the fat of 
the land at the expense of the poor. 

But your idea is wrong. There are approximately 15,000,000 
investors in America who own stock in the great corporations. The 
size of their holdings may be judged by the fact that the dividend 
checks they received in 1941 averaged $300. Many of them got 
nothing, for more than half of our corporations had no profits to 
divide after they had paid high wages and high taxes. 

Who are these little investors? They are a cross-section of 
America. Many are.school teachers and office women, trying to 
save something for their old age. Some are retired workers who 
stinted themselves for years so they wouldn’t be at the mercy of 
charity when they could work no more. Some are orphan kids, 
whose thrifty parents had invested a few thousands in stocks. Some 
are farmers, professional men, small businessmen, and some, of 
course, are charitable institutions. 

All of them together, and their kind before them, built America. 
They built every factory and plant that is now making weapons 
to save America, every mile of railroad, and every mile of our 
telegraph and telephone systems. They even provided the money 
for .the research and experimentation that gave us all modern 
improvements and millions of our jobs. 

ILabor did its share of building, of course, but it was paid week 
by week. ‘The investors, whose money represents saved and accu- 
mulated labor, are simply defrauded of their savings unless they 
receive dividends. 

These thrifty little people—the 15,000,000 who had faith in Amere 
ica—are the ones you hurt when you make laws to_punish corpora- 
tions. 

We don’t ask you to quit taxing industry. It must do its share 
to win the war.

“I first noticed the difference 
when Harold Hilton came to this 
country in 1911. There was*such 
a marked contrast between his 
style and that of Fred Herreshoff, 
the man I caddied for. Hilton 
tried to keep the face closed by: 
dragging his club back with his 
hands until it made his right el- 
bow stick way out. Of course, Hil- 
ton had to make an adjustment 
somewhere to get that floating el- 
bow back. He switched at the 
top of his swing. That’s what 
made him look as if he were flail- 
ing. 


Flailing Style. 

“Hilton won the amateur cham- 
pionship, you remember. And that 
was about the start of the flailing 
style of swing. But most of those 
who couldn’t do it as well as Hil- 
ton went back to the older atyle 
of opening the face @nd then shut- 
ting it. 

“Almost 10 years later a man 
came out of Atlanta who had a 
nice upright style. He kept that 
face beautifully square with the 
ball going back. His name was 
Douglas Edgar. A’ grand iron 
player. He didn’t flail like Hilton. 
He did something different. It 
was in his pivot. But before we 
could get a real understanding of 
his game, poor Edgar was killed. 

“However, the idea of keep- 
ing the face square continued. 

Remember those contortions of 

Leo Diegel? Nothing but an 

effort to keep the club face shut. 

And a pretty good effort, too. 

“Through much trial and error, 
the idea was developed. Every 
once in a while a fellow like Mae 
Smith would come along and en- 
joy remarkable success with what 
seemed to be the old method.

It stands to reason that the 
double process of first opening 
the face of the club and then 
closing it just at impact is a dif- 
ficult operation, since it all takes 
place in the flash of a split sec- 
ond. It is bound to be a big help 
to keep the face of the clubhead 
closed or squared as long a time 
as possible.

I invited some of the young people from 
the Office of Civilian Defense, and also from 
the Washington Bureau of the International 
Student Service, to help me to entertain them. 
They all seemed to get on very well together. 

After they had gone Mrs. Florence Kerr 
came with seventeen of her regional WPA 
supervisors, who sat down with me for half 
an hour and told me a little about the efforts 

we esse §68they are making to reorient their program so 
that it serves purposes of defense. They are very proud of some 
of their projects, where great ingenuity has been exercised in 
making a change. 

For instance, in one place the workers have been busy making 
toys. They transformed themselves into a child care center and 
met a great need in the community, where there was a tremendous 
influx of industrial workers. 

In the evening we gave a dinner in the interests of the Inter- 
national Student Service. Dr. William E. Neilson presided and Dr. 
George Shuster, president of Hunter College; Mr. Archibald 
MacLeish and Mr. Michael Straight spoke. All presented the need 
for the work and what was being done, in a most convincing 
manner, 

The question period brought from Mr. Joseph Lash several 
very good examples of actual work which illustrated points made 
by the speakers. As they went out, the guests left me feeling they 
had spent an evening which was interesting and well worth while

Strike Averted 
In Compromise 


12 1-2 Per Cent Pay 
Boost Granted to Custo- 
dians and Engineers. 


OMAHA, Feb. 1.—(4)—A strike 
of custodians and engineers at 
Omaha public schools, set for 7 
o’clock tomorrow morning, was 
averted tonight when union and 
school board officials agreed to a 
compromise increase of 12 1-2 per 
cent. 

The AFL union employes— 
members of the _ International 
Union of Operating Engineers 
Local 38 and Building Service 
Employes Local 226—had demani- 
ed restoration of eight-year-old 
pay cuts approximating 25 per 
cent. 

The compromise, as outlined in 
a school board statement, calls for 
a special city election in an effort 
to increase school revenue by 
boosting the tax levy. If the levy 
boost is approved, the temporary 
wage increase will continue until 
September 1 when a general wage 
increase of about 18 1-2 per cent 
will be ordered for all school em- 
ployes, including teachers. 

If the election plan is rejected, 
the temporary 12 1-2 per cent in- 
creases will be canceled. 

The walkout would have closed 
56 of the city’s 60 schools and af- 
fected about 36,000 pupils.

Shows Gain 1 in 
Atlanta Area 


Report of Federal Re- 


serve Lists Sales In- 
creases, Despite War. 


Business and industrial activity 
in the Sixth Federal Reserve dis- 
trict continues forward despite the 
war, it was disclosed yesterday in 
the monthly review of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 

The review revealed improve- 
ments during December in depart- 
ment store sales, wholesale trad- 
ing, construction contracts, cotton 
and textile activity and life insur- 
ance sales. 

Atlanta showed a gain of 13 per 
cent over December, 1940, in de- 
partment store sales, and, for the 
year 1941, an increase of 17 per 
cent, In this connection, Birming- 
ham, with an increase of 35 per 
cent, showed the largest gain over 
December, 1940. 

For the first district, in the first 
half of January weekly sales aver- 
aged 24 per cent greater than in 
the corresponding period a year 
ago, indicating, the report stated, 
a much smaller than usual post- 
holiday decline. 

Total wholesale sales in the dis- 
trict were 28 per cent greater than 
in 1940, while life insurance sales 
increased 43 per cent from Novem- 
ber to December and were 30 per 
cent greater than a year ago, the 
largest for any month in more 
than 11 years. 

Dollar volume of construction 
contracts awarded in the district 
in 1941 registered a new high rec- 
ord—the year’s total being $744,- 
000,000, a figure 53 per cent great- 
er than 1940 and 30 per cent great- 
er than the 1925 total of $571,000,- 
000, which, prior to 1941, was the 
largest on record. 

Cotton textile mills in Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee used a to- 
tal of 3,590,771 bales in 1941, a 
total 33 per cent larger than 1940, 
which, up to that time, was the
